Medical science has been suc- je 4 rules for’ every parent to 

‘ollow: 

(1) Don’t leave drugs and medi- 
cines within reach of chil- 
dren. Always keep them in a 
cupboard out of reach. 


(2) Don’t leave cleaning fluids, 
insecticides, rat poisons and 
similar household articles 
within reach of: children. 


(3) Don’t leave a child alone in 
a room, where there is boiling 
water or otber hot fluid, even 
though you think he cannot 
reach it. Turn utensils con- 

. taining such fluids so. that 
the handles do not project 
beyond the stove or table. 


(4) Don’t let the children play 
with matches or fire. Keep 
matches in a-cupboard out of 
reach, , : 


(5) Don’t leave scissors, knives, 
_open tins, pins, razor blades, 
and other sharp instruments 
where children can get hold 
of them: 

(6) Don’t make it easy for your 
child to fall and injure him- 
self. Fasten such things as 
loose rugs, stair pads and 
loose edges on linoleum. Have 
protective. screens on win- 
dows or fix them so that they 
cannot be opened too far, 


' (7) Don’t leave the wringer of 
the washing machine going 
for even a second while you' 
are not watching it. 

(8) Don’t have defective electric 
cords in the home or let the 
child ‘handle electrical appli- 
ances. 3 : 

(9) Don’t let infants play with 

. or wear any ornaments small 
enough for them to swallow. 

(10) Don’t leave fire-arms, even 
though unloaded, where a 
child can reach them. 

(11) Don’t let children play un- 
supervised-in the streets un- 
til. they. have learned to keep 

‘ off:the road. ; 

(12) Don’t let children play un- 
supervised near the water.

Back in the, 1920's, accidents 


causes of children’s deaths in Can- 
ada, By 1946, the same age group 
(up to 15 years) saw accidents 
move up te fourth place on the 
list of killers. During the first year 
of life, they stand in eighth place, 
during the second year third, and 
during each year after infancy and 
up to 15, accidents claim more 
young lives than any other listed} 
cause. : 

“This is a needless waste of 
lives, through traffic accidents, 
drowning, fire, poisoning, electric 
shock, falls, and the misuse of 
firearms,” states the ‘Health 
League. “Parents and other adults 
have it largely in their: power to 
save these, young lives by exercis- 
ing care themselves, by good ex- 
ample, and by careful training of 
our youngsters very early in their 
lives.”

— Losses in. visibility 
at night due to tinted automobile 
windshields may range from 10 to 
45 percent, according to a recent 
bulletin issued by the University 
of California and received ‘by: the 
highway traffic ‘board. 

‘The bulletin, containing a report 
of: a. private. study, said analysis 
shows that with tinted glass, par- 
ticularly automobile windshields, 
the. visibility distances on the 
highway at night are always re- 
duced, sometimes seriously. The 
losses in visibility are greatest un- 
der conditions that are critical 
from the driving standpoint.

Such tests have proved that ir- 
radiated foods can be eaten. with 
no toxic effects. Shelf. life is also 
extended—in the case of potatoes 
from a few months to well. dver a 
year. However sterilization re- 
quires large dosages of radiation 
which result in chemical changes 
in many foods with consequent 
changes in taste and appearance; 

Two major questions are involv- 
ed.in the potato experiment. First 
the results tq be gained from ir- 
radiation of low ‘intensity. The 
second is the effect of such: treat- 
ment on handling. That is, will the
